INTERPLANETARY SPACE. 


Professor E, Rogovsfey has a long pa- 


per in the 
Astrophysical Journal— 


translated 
from a Russian 
scientific 


journal—on 
"Tlie 
Temperature and 


Composition of the Atmospheres of tlie 
Planets and the Sun." . Some of. the con- 
clusions at which the astronomer 
ar- 


rives are 
highly interesting. One of 


these is that there is practically no 
limit to the atmospheres either of the 
sun or of the planets, or, in other words 
that there is no such thing as space void 
of matter, at least within our 
solar 


system. The earth's atmosphere ex- 
tends to the other planets, .though, .of 
course, in a state of excessive rarity, 
their atmosphere extends to us, and the 
solar atmosphere, extends 
to and em- 


braces all the planets. Another of his 
conclusions is that the temperature of 
celestial, or interplanetaiy, space is but 
142 degrees below zero, centigrade, \\\- 
stead of being near the point of abso- 
lute zero—273 degrees below zero, centi- 
grade—as has usually been 
supposed. 


He gives the average surface 
tempera- 


ture of the earth as 15 degrees 
centi- 


grade; that of Venus 25 degrees, while 
that, of the moon is 85, nad that of 
Mars 73 degrees below zero on 'the same 
scale. The mean temperature 
of 
the 


sun, according to this authority, is 314,- 
000 degrees centigrade, and that of Jup- 
iter, the hottest of the planets, 2600 de- 
grees centigrade.

.And except in the brief transition per- 
od between the old and the new it has 
been a universal blessing. The enormous 
ncrejise in the demand for every cheap- 
ened product ultimately increases even 
the number of employes, iu the particu- 
nr business immediately affected, so that 
t is a mistake to speak us if a machine 
were a competitor-which kept (ivc or ten 
nc'n'permanently' out 
of employment. 


Such cases would be much out of the 
common, while the general effect is to 
multiply the use of the article made, to 
increase the variety ot designs, to devel- 
op new specialties and create new mar- 
kets for the advantage of the whole buy- 
ing public.

the year. 


With the year now about to close it 


can-bo asserted that the death rate : for 
twelve months will be only a fraction 
over thirteen in a thousand. 
The lowest 


rate ever recorded before in a city -of 1,- 
000,000 population or over was 14.17 per 
1.000, in this city for the your 1807. In 
otncr large cities throughout the world 
the. death rate is often several times as 
great as that recorded here. 
° "The low death rate for this year," 
said Health Commissioner Reynolds, "is 
largely attributable to improvements in 
our' water supply, and the quality of 
milk which has been furnished for our 
consumption. The fact that people arc 
learning 
how to better take care 
of 


themselves is also an important factor. 


"As a rule, the heaviest death rate is 


among infants or small children. The 
nourishment with which they are provid- 
ed has much to do with the condition of 
their health. If a still larger percent- 
age of pure milk and good water can be 
obtained for tern one of the greatest dan- 
<»ers is removed.

Thf! annual "Feast" was held at the 


CHANCE FOR A COMMISSION 


The Cuban Reciprocity Mny lie Made Sub- 


* ject of Thorough Inv«»H|fatloil. 


A Chicago Beeord-Herald Washington 


special says: The president is consider- 
ing a proposition submitted by the beet 
sugar interests for the 'appointment of 
a commission to investigate the ques- 
tion of Cuban 
reciprocity. Henry T. 


Oxnard, representing the sugar beet 
people.,' called at the White House Sat- 
urday and discussed the situation. He 
takes the position that there is a vast 
quantity of misinformation concerning 
Cuba and no accurate data at hand '; to 
determine the results that -would .follow 
concessions to Cuban sugar and tobacco. 


He asked the president to assist in 


securing the appointment of a commis- 
sion'to be composed of one member of 
the, senate committee on finance, a 
member of the 
house committee on 


ways and means, and one representative" 
of the sugar tnist, the sugar beet inter- 
ests and the Cuban planters. This com- 
mission of five 
h<* .'would have visit 


Cuba arid make a thorough 
investiga- 


tion of the conditions there, 
including 


the coat of, producing, "refining and mar- 
keting sugar, gathering statistics cover- 
ing wages and all othe items entering 
the question. The commission would 
also obtain similar information concern- 
ing the cane and sugar beet, industry in 
the United States. 


When congress ascertains'the actual 


cost of producing sugar here and in 
Cuba it will be 'better prepared to pro- 
ceed with the consideration of the reci- 
procity. Mr. Oxnard argues that at 
present there is a confusion ofimisinfor- 
mation, which endangers our sugar in- 
terests by ill-advised and hasty action. 
The eommisssion, Mr. Oxnard suggests, 
should be especially charged to investi- 
gate and report 
whether Cuban sugar 


and tobacco industries actually require 
stimulating by being granted markets in 
this country through 
concessions not 


enjoyed by competitors, and if 
so.how 


these concessions can best be conferred, 
whether by a reduction in our ./duty on 
those 
products or by a rebate or a 


bounty. 


Should it be determined that Cuban 


sugar and tobacco must 
be. granted 


conccsssions the commission, would, ac- 
cording to Mr. Oxnard's plans, decide 
whether a rebate representing a percent 
age of the Dingley rates should be paid 
over by our government to the Cuban 
government for distribution among the 
planters as encouragement, or they !:e 
given a bounty to be paid by the Cuban 
government upon sugar exported to the 
United States. 


HANNA WRITES OF IVPKINLEY 
I» Magazine Article He Pays Feeling 


Tribute to the Departed President., 
NEW YORK, Dee. 26.—In a copyright- 


ed article in the National Magazine, 
United States Senator Mark Raima of 
Ohio, writes at length concerning the 
late President McKinley. In conclusion 
the writer gives 'the fallowing personal 
reminiscences: 


'j. know of nothing in all history that 


can compare with tho splendid climax 
and ending of this noble life. One of 
the sweetest contemplations that come 
to me is the memory that on Tuesday, 
preceding his death, he asked to sco a 
newspaper, and when he. was told *not 
today/ ho asked 'is Mark here?' 


"'Yes, Mr. President/ 
was the re- 


sponse, and in that one sweet last re- 
membrance waa a rich reward; for the 
yearsvof devotion which it. had always 
been my pleasure to "give him. •'T-here 
was nothing in the expression of his 
face or manner denoting exultation' over 
his victory..when it was announced that 
he was elected president.
